The deputy assessors in this assess- 


ment district have been at work but 
a few days, but they report increased 
returns generally. 
The taxpayers 


know by -the experience 
of a • few 


years ago, when they paid as high as 
$£60 per hundred on the assessed val- 
ue of their property, that they will 
pay less taxes on a full valuation of 
their property at a low tax rate; for 
under a high rate they were com- 
pelled to choose between confiscation 
of property on the one hand 
and 


evasion and perjury on the other.. 
They further know that a high tax 
rate automatically drives the intang- 
ible personal property from the tax 
duplicate and makes the real estate 
and tangible personal property bear 
all the burdens of taxation; and the 
good citizens of this county further 
know that a system of taxation that 
tempts a citizen to violate a sacred 
oath will, if not remedied, demoralise 
society; for a citizen, in making out 
an honest tax return, is governed to a 
greater extent hy the moral code than 
by the civil. We are ot going to take 
snap judgment on any man, but are 
going to take the public into our con- 
fidence that they may know the poli- 
cy of this office. 


I am preparing a list of persons 


owning mortgages on real estate in 
this county, and am also daily re- 
ceiving 
from district 
assessors in 


other counties, a list of .persons liv- 
ing in this county but owning mort- 
gages on real estate in other coun- 
ties of Ohio. The amounts of these 
mortgages will be placed in the hands 
of my deputy assessors with instruc- 
tions to list the same at their true 
value in money on February 1, 1914; 
unless the same are listed hy the 
owner; for we are going to place the 
intangible personal property on the 
tax duplicate, whether it be money or 
any form of credit There are thous- 
ands of dollars worth of diamonds 
and jewelry that have never 
been 


listed for taxation. I have instructed 
the deputy assessors to list this pro- 
perty at its fair market value. Dia- 
monds and jewelry will neither adorn 
the owner nor excite the envy or ad- 
miration of their friends if they are 
valueless. 


It is true that the public funds are 


not always judiciously expended, but 
I have little patience with the'pessim- 
ist who, ostrich like, buries his head 
in the sands of prejudice and selfish- 
ness and does not see any of the ben- 
efits of the public funds lo which he 
contributes. We do not see the air 
but Its life-giving elements enter in- 
to the life of every human 
being. 


We do not investigate far enough to 
see all the benefits of the 
public 


funds, but if we are honest we must 
admit that his country is the beacon 
light to all the world: that there 
is 


more comfort -and happiness around 
the American fireside than any where 
else In the world. We have demon- 


strated our ability to care for the or- 
phans and the unfortunates among 
our own people1 and at the same time 
extend aid to suffering humanity all 
over the world, which is the result of 
the Christian civilization under which 
w<* live.

According to Dr. KeUogg's view the 
birth rate of civilized nations is de- 
creasing in a manner that threatens 
ultimately to bring it to the vanish- 
ing point, when there will be no 
more babies. 
The achievements of 


modern 
science, he declared, were 


bringing about race degeneracy 
by 


saving the weaklings. There is a ray 
of hope athwart the gloom, however, 
for Dr. Kellogg asserts that it takes 
only 
four 
generations to make a 


thoroughbred when the principles of 
eugenics have a fair chance to oper- 
ate. Thus throuRh the new science of

Kellogg is 


one of the leading propagandists. tfte 
race is to be saved from mental and 
physical extinction.

EARLY MORNING 


FIRE AT LOCAL 


B. & 0. SDOPS 


With the temperature 
below zero, 


firemen early Thursday morning ex- 
perienced much difficulty and 
hard- 


ship in fighting a blaze which did 
considerable damage to the foundry 
building at the B. and 0. shops. To 
the intense cold was added the in- 
convenience of frozen 
water 
plugs 


from the B. and O. company's own 
mains which are independent of the 
city mains and the firemen fought the 
blaze for nearly three hours before it 
was extinguished. 


The blaze originated in the west 


end of the foundry building. It was 
discovered about 3:30 a. m. by shop 
employes. 
The shop fire 
brigade 


turned out but found itselt powerless 
to control the flames owing to 
the 


frozen plugs. 


When the East Newark company 


arrived, it was delayed in 
laying 


hose to the fire because of obstruct- 
ed crossings in the yards 
,and the 


firemen found it necessary to carry 
the hose a considerable distance. 


The city's fire hydrants were in good 


condition and the firemen soon had 
several streams on the burning build- 
ins:. 
The intense cold added to the 


difficulties 
and 
there 
was 
much 


danger from the ice coated 
ladders 


and roofs. 


Patterns and flasks in the building 


were watersoaked but 
the 
firemen 


were able to keep the blaze from any 
of the contents of the building. 


The official report of the 
fire as 


submitted to the superintendent's of- 
fice Thursday morning states that the 
roof of the foundry pattern shed was 
destroyed and that the interior was 
more or less damaged. The loss is 
estimated at $650 on the building and 
$7.V) on the contents. The 
company 


maintains its own insurance depart- 
ment 
The orisin of the fire has not 


bet-n determined.
